fo much as pretended, cKat thedoienof Koblet 
^ere then inrrodoced for any other Parpoft,

tal Novelty, as it affedis the Queen's mod E<-

whom wephrafeFoontainsofHononr. TEejr, 
alas ! are themfelves diminiihed !n Proporcioa 
to what they grant oat of themfelves. An ait<» 
gnardedandlavifh Hand, In Grants of thii Kiad, 
would very foon make the Hononr, fiowii^ 
from a Prince, of no Valoe and Confideration 
tothofe on whom it is befto wed, and take away 
any Power of giving more from the Giver. Y€^ 
come immediately to the Point; I aflert, that 
the numerous Creation of Peers is the greateft 
Wound that can be given to the Prerogative^ 
A Peer «id his Heirs are Checks in the Lcgifta* 
lure to the Queen and her Heirs; that Part of 
the Legtfiature which is in the Queen, \% ap- 
parently diminiflied by fo much as (he giveis 
out of it, from her own into other Families^ 
This is equally dellrudive with relation to the 
Merit of the Perfons on whom Honour is coa* 
f erred ; if they happen to be Men who are bare* 
ly unblamable, without Talents or high Quar 
Mgcations, they do but crowd that iUoftrioua 
AiTembly, and like all other Crowds, they ate 
ferviceable and hurtful bat jufttis they are in* 
ftlred by thofe who have Skill to lead them. 
Thus the Crown is no way fure of their Coa« 
currence any farther^ than by Promlfe of their 
fifft Voce; and they may ever after tucD Patri- 
ots on the fide of the People, to the conftanr 
Interruption of Affairs; tor it generally hap- 
pens that thofe who zxt confclous of an Inabi* 
Ittfto promote Bufine&i give themfelves a Pi*

If there 
were nothing in being a Lord, but the Ad- 
viRintage of being received with more DtHn6ki* 
dw and Ceremony, let it be given to any who 
are delighted with it; Iheymaybe welipleafed, 
add we not hnrt: But the Cafe is much other- 
wife; for from the very Moment a Man- has

ignorant in onr Laws) Men appeal to him from 
the Decree of all the^ Judges. Befides this, the 
Lords are perpetual Legiflators, and baveaoi 
band in the rcpealiogas well as making Laws ; 
by wttlch means the whole Cooftitotion may 
be fnbverted by this one hino?ation. And it 
is plain, that the Prince who ftould place To 
entire a Confidence in his Miniflry, as to give 
Peerage npon their Recommendation, would 
enable them by that Power in the Legiflature, 
joined to the Execntionof the Regal Authority 
as Minifters, to give that Prince and Nation 
to the next Potentate who (hould be powerful 
enough to receive and maintain fo vafl a Pre* 
lent.

fhis Ifland, which «^0»/^Coaft isoppofite to the 
N$rth Coaft of France; the Sea between which 
is what wc call the Channel. 
• The EafI End of this, on our Side, is thft 
North Foreland, which (lands oppofitctoJVett;- 
fort in Flanders ; the fVeJi End, on our Side, 
IS theLandVEnd, ovcragafnft '^yj&drw^ or Brejl 
In France; they allow one Ninth of thejTrade 
to the £aji Coaft wafhed by the German O- 
cean; and the other Ninth to the If^e/i Coaft 
which looks on the Irijh Seas; in this Com- 
putation, it is prefumed, there is not ^ny great' 
. Difproportion, except from Briftors lying on 
the (Veji Coaft, the faid ff^efi Coaft ought to 
be allowed more than one Ninth,

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Dunkirk is fram the Sn^tb Forel«nd aboat 
Thirteen Leagues, and Che Courfe from D$m^ 
kirk to «ie Fweltnd Weft, North IVeft, to the . 
Entrance of the River Thames^ i% NorthlVeJi^ 
about twenty Leagues; fo th4t any Enfterly 
Winds which carries our Ships downtheChaa* 
nel, at the fame tinie brings thofe of Dunkirk 
to mstt and intercept them : The Frtmh have 
very frequently thi$ lad War reaped the Ad* 
vaotage of this Situation, by furpriliBg many, 
rich Ships, and taking others as they lay ac An* 
chor in the. Downs; when the Erench are difp 
poUefled ofDunkirk^hc dread and danger of their 
Men of War, of any confiderable Force, will 
be removed as far as Breft^ which \s a hundred 
and twenty Leagues, or three hundred andiixty 
Miles ; aiid chat of their Privateers, of any 
Coiifideratioa, as far as St. MaWs^ which is 
feveoty eighc Leagues^ or two hundred and 
thirty four Miles. 

. Br^eft\\t% without the Channel, under this 
great Incapacity to hurt us, that the fame Wind 
which carries our Trade down the Chaniiel, 
prevents the Shfps of Breji from coming into 
it. 

The£<»/Z End of the Channel which is fo 
muchexpofed to Dunkirk h but feven Leagues 
brotad, and gives an Enemy an Opportunity of 
fteing our Ships from Side to Side, 

The If^eft End of the Channel, for which the 
greateft Fears are from Brefl, is twenty eight 
Leagues broad^ and of courfe, there is at that 
End a greater Chance of efcaping the Enemy. 

If Shfps from iJr^areappoihtcd to Way-lay 
pur Ships in the Channel, they muft take the 
Opportooity of Wefterly Winds, to come in^ 

to 
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to it; and wait the comiog of aa Eafterlj 
Wiad to carry our Ships down it; by this 
means they oiuft all that time be at Sea, ez- 
pofed to all Dangers for want of a Port in 
which to Harbour their Men of War, or re- 
tarn to Bfeji^ which they cannot do with the 
Wind that brought them our. 

We mud add to this, that if the Freffcb from 
Br eft fliould be hovering to the Eadward of 
Pl$m0uti^ they are between two Fires, from 
thofe Ships in the Downsy and thofe from 
Plsmouti; and our Ships bom Par fmou$b may 
chafe them either Way, while they are way- 
laid at each End of the Channel by the others, 
not having the Port of Dnnkirk^ or any other 
in the Channel, to afford them Shelter. Thus, 
ihotld they be chafed up the Channel bf a too 
i;reat Force, before they can return to Breft^ 
they mud either run inio the German Ocean, 
and wait another Opportunity of coming down 
again, with the Hazard of meeting all our Men 
of War; or elfe (ttW JNorth about Great Bri^ 
tain^ which is at lead 550 Leagues more than 
they need have failed, with the Port of Dunkirk 
to fly to. 

This Want of Dunkirk will expofe them to - 
the fame Inconveniencies^ to which the Fear 
of it often obliged our running Ships from the 
South Parts of the World, as well asour£/i/f« 
India Men, during the late War : To this Di- 
flrefs you are to add Wages, Provifion, lofs 
of Time, and the dangerous Navigation of the 
Nofifh Seas. 

From hence it plainly ^appears, that by the 
Demolition of Dunkirk^ to cafe of a Rupture 
with France^ Six Farts in Nine of our Trade, 

from 
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ftom the Port of London^ is 330 Miles remo- 
ved from the Hazards of the laft War ; and tho* 
part of this muft be expofed when it paflcs 
through the Chopps, or Wcllcrn Entrance of 
iht Channel, it mud he conddered, that this it 
was alfo liable to befoic, befidcs the Terrors of 
Dunkirky and that this is only the Southern 
Trade; and all that go to Holland ^ Hamb$» 
reugh^ and other Northern Countries, will be 
quite oot of Danger. 

The Ninth of our Trade on the Eajt Coaft, 
would be Hill fafer. 

From thefe diftina Confiderations, you ob- 
ferveonly one Ninth of the Trade on thtlrijb 
Seas and Brsftol Channel, and part of the other 
Ninth in the Coaft of the Channel (to come at 
which they are in danger from Por//3«G«/A to PA'- 
mouthj is the whole of the Britijb Trade, which 
after the Demolition of Dunkirk will lie open 
to the Affaulis of thcFr^»r*. The Demolition 
of Dunkirk will in a great Mcafure fecurefcvea 
Ninths ofthe Trade of £»f/tf«^j fromthePower 
of France at Sea, the French having no Port in 
the Channel but St. Ma!o\ which can harbour 
any great Ships, and that it fclf can receive none 
which exceeds 30 or 40 Guns, Brefi lies 35* Leag, 
from the L'z rd Point, which is the nearell 
Land of England ; their Ships mud have an 
Eaftcrly Wind 10 come out, and that will fcrve 
them no farther than to the Chopps of the Chan- 
nel,^ becftufc it blows direSly down it. 

The Courfe to go from Breft to cruixe off 
the Lizard Point in order to annoy Us, is firft, 
Weft about 13 Leagues, and then North or 
J^orth and by Eaft about 30 Leagues more, 
except they ruii the Hazard of going within 

the 
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the Ifland ofZ^^tf^v^, which is not pra6tifedi 
tDd therefore njay be fuppofed Impradicable. 

In the lad Place, our Charge 10 defending cue 
fel ves from foch Annoyance as we formerly had 
fiom Dunkirk V9\\\ decreafe inProporcion to the 
removal of the Danger.

It would follow, that whatever fhonld he 
painflil or difagreeable to the People, would 
be imputed to the Prince y whatever (hould be 
pleafing, would be attributed to the Miniftry'. 
Minifters would not fail to cover their FolHet, 
or Iniquities, under the (helter of the Preroga- 
tive. What was urged concerning Dunktrk^ in 
4he Letter to iht Guardian ^ y^as apparently and 
lirofefledly laid before the Miniftry, that they 
might not be unmindful of what the Br/Vi/2^ Na- 
tion exped from them.

from an Oppofition to particular Men, to la- 

crifice the intereds of his Country it felf. 

The proftituted Pens which are employed 
In a quite contrary Service, will be very ready 
to entertain a Pretender to fuch Reformations, 
with a Recital of bis own Faults and Infirtni* 
ties ; but 1 am very well prepared for fuch U«* 
fage, and give up my felf to all namelefs An- 
thors, to be treated jud as their Mirth or thetr 
Malice direds them. 

It is the Difgrace of Literature, that there 
are fuch Infiruments ; and to good Govern- 
ment^ that they , are fufferM: butthii Mifchief 
is gone fo far in our Age, that the Pamphleteers 
.do not only attack thofe whom they believe 
in general difaffedled to their own Principles, 
^hut even fuch as they believe their Friends, 

pro* 
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pcovided^cbey do not aft with as (incere a Pre* 
jDdlce tt$ themfelves. Upon the leafl Deviati* 
DO from ao {mpHcic Hatred to the oppofite Par- 
ty, tho'in a Cafe which in the neareil CoDcern 
fkc&s their Country, all their good Qoalhies 
are corn*d to Ridicule.; and every thing which 
before ^w^as valued in them, is become con- 
lempttbte. Thus in one of the Papers I fend 
yoo« a Gentleman, who has di(lingtti(h*d him- 
felf by a becoming Veneration,^ in the Houfe 
rfCommms^ for the Aifembly, and has ever 
delivered himfelf with a Regard to his own 
Dignity, and ihat of the Place he was in ; is 
reprefemed frivoloufly as a Declainoer: and a 
Nohie Lord, who is confpicaoufly adorn'd 
with the Kftpwicdge of Letters, and is Emi- 
nent for a livelf fptightly Eloquence, rtStiffd 
by Learning; is declared a Companion fi(onljr 
for Pert Novices and Sophifters. And what 
is dill more Monllrous than all, a third Man 
of Qualityi for the like Offence^ Is told in this 
nice Age of pioportfoniog Rewards to Merit 
and Setvi42e, that he hafsas much ashedeferves* ] 

But it' is to be hbped, En^lijh Men will at 
laft consider, and that the Mfiiiflry will fee 
Dunkirk effeSttally Demt^ifted. 

It is as frivolous as unjuft, to hope to (top 
our Mouths,) when we are concerned for fc» 
great a Point as the Buiinefs of Dunkirk^ by 
mention of the Prerogative, and urging oar 
Safety in our Good and Gracious-Queen. 

By Herjreat Example, Rehglon, Piety, and 
all othev Publick and Domeftfck Vfrtues, ar^ 
kept in Countenance in a very loofe and profli- 
gate Age ; all the Hours of her precious Life, 
which Godiong pteferve, are divided between

Befides which, Her Majefty hts maoifefted 
Her felf the mofl affeflionate Wife, the moft 
conftant Friend) the mod tender Mother, and has 
filled every Duty with a Virtue as Sopertoac 
to the reft of the World, as is Her High Coa- 
dition : Bat I (hall leave what I have to fay on this 
Topick, to the Time when theConfeqoence of 
it win be Infignific^Qt to me, but which I hope 
will do Her Honour, that is, Juflice, when I 
am no more, and the Remains of Her Sacred 
Perfon are as common Duftas mine. 

But as this bright Example is in the Perfon of 
a Lady, it cannot be fuppofed that the general 
Senfe of a People, the Sub divjHons of Affe- 
€t\on and Intereft anoong Gr^t Men (ro be 
learn'd only by Converfation with them, even 
in their unguarded Leifure) can appear to Her 
but from the Information of fuch as have the 
Happinefs and Honour to lay them before Hen 
Her Majefty is therefore more particularly ne* 
ceffitated to rely upon the Intelligence of Her 
Miniftry, and fropi that very R^afon their Fel- 
low-Subi^ds may be the more.Sollicitous for 
what palfes beyond the ordinary Rales of Go- 
vernment. Thus all which they offer for our 
Security and implicite Reliance upon what is 
tranfafi^d by the Court of Englandy to wit, Her 
MajeAy^s Care and Goodnefs, are Arguments 
for exerting both our Zeal and our Gratitude; 
that at any time Artful Men may not take Ad- 
vantage of the Security we have in Her Virtue, 
to indulge too much the Power of any Foreign 
Prince whatfoever, efpecially that, of the moft 
Warlike Potentate in Euro^. 
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I cannot leave thisSubjcdl, wIthoiK being flill 
aoxious, wkh relation to the Difrefpefl they 
accufc mc of to my Royal Miftrefs. All that 
can be wrefled to my Difadvantagc, 15, That 
the Qaeen is concerned when any thing is to be 
impated to Her Servants ; but I deny that, and 
perfid in it, that it is no manner of Diminution 
of the Wifdom of a Prince^ that he is obliged 
to aft by the Information of others. 

If I might make an abrupt Digreflion from 
great Things to Tmali, I (hould on this Occafion 
mention a little Circumftance which happenM 
to the late King IVilliam. He bad a French 
Man who took care bf the Gun- Dogs, whofe 
Bufinefs it was aUb to charge and deliver the 
Piece to the King. This Minifter forgot to 
bring out Shot into the Field, but did not think 
fit to let fo paffionate a Man and eager a Sportf- 
man as the King know his Offence, but gave his 
Majefty the Gun loaded only with Powder, 
When the King miiled his Aim, this impudent 
Cur ftood Chattering, Admiring, Commend- 
ing the King's Skill in (hooting, and holding up 
his Hands, he had never feen Sa Majefti mifs 
before in his whole Life. This Circumftance 
was no manner of Argument to thofe (who 
afterwards found out the Fellow's iniquity) a* 
gaioft the King's Reputation for a Quick Eye, and 
Shooting very finely. lam, withRefpefttothe .

^ render the forbearing foch Demolition lefs Ha» 
^ aardoos to our Religioti and Liberty. 

All thatisof Confequenceto as is, ihzxDun- 
hsrk fbould be no longer a Receptacle for Ships, 
and the Demolition of it as^ a Garrifon is of 
much lefs ConSderation, if not wholly infigni* 
ficant to us. 

Our Treaty of Peace provided for this, and 
demanded Jt to be done in the firfi Ptace, and 
his moft.Chriftian Majefty confented it (hould 
be fo*.

(tit French ffiould ever become Enemies. 

Dunkirk as it remains a Port, is our Rival ia 
Time of peace, by preferving the Stuff Maqu- 
faSures at Lille ^ Valenciennes and Doway. The 
light Stuffs from thofe Towns are put on Boar4 
Ship 9X Dunkirk^ and carry'd to (titlVeft- Indies^ 
without which their Trade would be Loft, as 
cffefiually as the Traffick of Antwerp and 
Southampton is Tranfported to other Places. 

Thus we have hinted how this Fraud may 
affed us in Peace ahdWar ; let us think a little 
what ufe may be made of it, in cafe of a fud- 
den Refolution in theJEr^vr^Kin^, to dart out 
of one into toother; or, in plain Englijby to 
break the Peace without Declaration of War, 
and furprize us at once.

Your Eminence will obferve by the Map» 
that the Ships in the Bafio and Harbour of Durir- 
kirk lie much fafer from Attacks from the Sea- 
fide, than before: You fee the \\ti\e Sera$€b'^ 
work, which was the former way of Entrance, 
ending over-againft A, is not a fourth part fo 
long as from the Peer-head F, to the (aid A^r 
So that an Enemy would have fo much more 
to do to fight his way into the Harbour of Djrjt^ 
kirk now, than he had before the Demoli- 
tion. 

In meafnring any Iniquity, we are to confi- 
der the Perfon who commits it, and thePerfoa 
againft whom it is committed.

by Learning and Virtoe qnalifie Ibemrelves to 
facceed yon. There Circamdances of Edaca- 
ttOD and Fortune, pUce the Minds of the 
People, from Age to Age, under yoar Dire- 
6tion; As therefore fewould be thehigheftln- 
difcretion in Mintflers of State of this King- 
dom^ to neglefi the Care of being acceptable 
to yon in their Adoiiniflration; fo it would be 
the greateft Impiety in you, to inflame the 
People committed to your Charge, with Ap- 
prehenfions of Danger to you and your Con- 
flitution, from Men innocent of any fuch De- 
igns. 

Give me Leave, who have in all my Words 
and Afiions, from m^ Youth upwards, main- 
tained an inviolable Refped to you and your 
Order, to obferve to you, that all the Difla- 
tisfadions which have been raifed in the Minds 
of the People, owe their Rife to the Cunning 
of artful Men, who have introduced the Men* 
tion of you and your Intereft, (which cpe fa- 
cred to all good Men) to cover and fandify 
their own Pradices upon the Affedions of 
Ac People, for End? very differfcnt from the 
Promotion of Religion and Virtue. Give me 
Leave alfo to take Notice, That thefe Sogge- 
ftk)ns have been favoured bjr fome few un- 
wary Men in holy Orders, who have made 
tibe Conftitutioo of tlteir own Country a very 
little Part of their Study, and yet made Obe- 
dience and Government the frequent SubjeAs 
of their Difcourfes. 

Thefe Men, from the pompous Ideas of Im- 
perial Greatnefs, and Submfffion to abfolute 
Emperors, which they imbibed' in -their earlier 
Years, have from Tiaie to Time inadvertent- 
ly 
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ly ottered Notions of Power and Obedience 
abhorrent from the Laws of this their native 
Coufltrf. 

I willtake the further Liberty to fay, That 
if the Ads of Parliament mentioned in the 
following Treatife had been from Time to 
Time pat in a fair and clear Light, and been 
carefully recommended tothePernfiilofyoung 
Gentlemen in Colleges, with a Preference to

There is one thing which deferves yonr 
mod (erious Confideration. Yon have bound 
your felvcs by the ftrongcft Engagements that 
Religion can lay upon Men, to fupport that 
Succeflion which is theSubjed of the follow* 
tng Papers; you have tied down your Souls 
by an Oath to maintain it as i| is fettled in 
the Houfe o( Hamver\ nay, you haveeone 
much further than is ufual in Cafes of this 
Nature, as you have /^r/&»<f/yy abjured the Pre* 
tender to this Crown, and that exprefly, with- 
out any Equivocations or mental Refervations 
whatfoever, that is, without any poffible Ef- 
capes, by which the Subtlety of temporizing 
Cafuifts might hope to elude the Force of 
thefe folemn Obligations. Yon know much 
better than I do, whether the calling God to 
witnefs to the Sincerity of our Intentions in 
thefe Cafes, whether the fwearing upon the 
holy Evangelifts» in* the mod folemn Manner^ 
whether the taking of an Oath>eft)re Mulcts 
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tudes'of FeIlow*Sab^e£ls and Fellow-Chrifti- 
aas in our publick 'Courts of Jaftice, do not 
lay the gr^ateft OUigattons that can he laid 
on the Uonfciences of Men. This I am fare 
of, that if the Body of a Qergy who confi- 
derately and volantarily entered into thefe En- 
gagements^ (bould be made ufe of as loftra- 
ments and Examples to make the Natfoo break 
through them, not only the Succeffion to our 
Crown, >bat the very EflTence of onr Religion 
is in Danger. What a Triumph would it fbr- 
nifh to thofe evil Men among us who are E* 
nemiej to Your facred Order ? What Occafi- 
on would it adminiAer to Atheifts and Unbe- 
lievers, lo Tay that Chriftianity Is nothing elfe 
but an outward Show and Pretence atnong 
the moft knowing of its Profeflbrs ? What 
could we afterwards objeft to Jefuits? What 
would be the Scandal brought upon our Ho- 
ly Churc>,whch is atprefent the Glory and 
Bulwark of thie Reformation > How would our 
prcfent Clergy appear in the Eyes of their Po- 
fterity and even to ibe Succcflbrs of their own 
Order, under -B, Government lntroducQ4 and 
cdablKhed by a Condufi fo direftly oppofice 
t6 all the Rules of Honour and Prec€;pts of 
Chf iftianity ?

The Daws of our Country, the Powers of 
the Lcgiflature, the Faith of Nations, and the 
HonooT of God, nwy be too weak Confide* 
raaiofis to bear up againft the popular K\iQi^ 
ground te(^ Cr^ of the Church. This fat^I Pr e^ 
pofTeflionmay (heherMen in raffing the iv-rx/Ab 
Name and Roman Catholick Im^reil in Gnat 
Britain^ and confequently ki aH Europe. 

It behores you riierefore. Gentlemen, to 
confider, whether the Cry of the ChurchU 
I>anger may not at length become a Truth: 
And as you are Men of Scnfe and Men of 
HonQur, to .exert your felves in undeceiving 
the Multitude, whenever their afFe£Konatc 
Concern for you may prove fiit^l to themfelvesi 

You are furrounded by a learned, wealthyi 
and knowing Gentry, who can diftinguilh 
yout Merit, and do Honour to your Oharaiaers* 
Theyknow with what Ffrmdefs t% EngtiJh*mHs 
with whatSelf-Denfal as Prelates, with wiiat 
Chafity as Ghriftians, the Lords the Bifhops, 
Fathers cf the Chtirch,have behaved themCelves 
in the Publick Caufe : They know ♦vhat Con- 
tamclres the reft of the Clergy have tmdcrgooev 

what 
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what Difconntenance they have laboured under, 
what Prejudice they have fuSered in their Mi- 
niftry, who have adhered to the Caaie of 
Troth: But it is certain that the Face of 
things is now too melancholy to bear any longer 
falfe Appearances ; and comtnon Danger has 
united Men, who not long ago were artfoUy 
inflamed againft each other, into fome Regard 
of their common Safety. 

When the World is in this Temper, thofc 
cf our Paftors, whofe exemplary Lives and 
charitable Difpofitions both adorn and advance 
our holy Religion^ will be the Obje£ls of our 
Love and Admiration; and thofe who purfoe 
the Gratifications of Pride, Ambition, and A- 
varice, onder the facred CharaSer of Clergy- 
Bien, will not fail to be our Contempt and 
Derifion. 

Noife and Wrath cannot always pafs for 
Zeal ; and if we fee but little of the pablick 
Spirit of Ef^lilhmen or the Charity of Chrt- 
fiians in otkers, it is certain we can feel but 
little of the Pleafore of Love and Gratitude, 
and but faint Emotions of Refpefi and Ve- 
neration in our felves. 

It will be an Adion worthy the Minifters 
4Df the Church ofEngland^to diftinguini them- 
felves for the Love of their Country; and as 
we have a Religion that wants no Ailiaance 
from Artifice or Enlargement of Secular Power, 
bat is well fupported by the Wifdom and Pie- 
ty of its Preachers, and its own native Truth, 
to let Mankind fee that we have a Clergy who 
are of the People, obedient to the fame Laws, 
and zealous not oniy of the Supremacy and 
Prerogative of our Princes, but of the Liber- 
ties 
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ties of their Fellow-Sobjeds: This will make 
«is who are Yoor Flock burn with Joy to fee, 
and with Zeal to imitate yi)ur Lives and Ani- 
ons. It cannot- be expeded but that there will 
be» in fo great a Body, light, foperficlal, vain, 
and ambitions Men, who being untouched 
with the fablime Force of the Gofbel, will 
think it their Intereft to infinuate Jealonfies 
between the Qergy and Laity, in Hopes to 
derive from their Order a Veneration which 
they know they cannot deferve from their 
Virtue. But while the moft worthy, confpt- 
CQOus, learned, and powerful of your facred 
Fnn&ion are moved by the noble and gene- 
rous incentives of doing Good to the Souls 
of Men, we will not donbt of feeing by your 
Miniftry the Love of our Country, due Re- 
gard for our Laws and Liberties, and Refent- 
ment for the Abufe of Truth, revive in the 
Hearts of Men. And as there are no Infiru- 
tnents under Heaven fo capable of this great

fudden Favour and Authority ; the Occafion of 
their Difference has been reprefented to him ^ and 
the Matter referred to his Vecifion. 

This fir ft Step towards aSinz reafonably has 
brought them to themftlves ; and when the Per- 
fon^ by an Appeal to whom they firjl were ta* 
ken out of Confufioni was gone from amongfl 
them J they have calmly taken further Meafures 
from a Senfe of their common Good. 

Abfolute unlimited Power in one Verfon 
feems to have been the firft and natural Recourfe 
of Mankind from Disorder and Rapine ; and 
ftuh a Government muft be acknowledged to be 
better than no Government at all : But all Re^ 
firidions of Power made by Laws and Par- 
tififation of Sovereignty among feveral FerfonSj 
are apparent Improvements made upon what 
began in that unlimited Power. This is what 
feems reafonable to common Senfe ; and the Manner 
of maitttainiftg abfolute Dt^tsninion in one Perfon^ 

where- 
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ipiere-evcr itTubfifts^ vtrifes the Oifervatiam : 
For the Suhjeaion %f the People to fucb Auth^^ 
rity is fi^forted only hy Terrars^ fudden nmd 
private Executions^ and Imprifonments ; and 
not ^s with happy Britons, bj the Judgment^ 
in Cafes of Liherty and Property^ of the Pters^ 
amd Neighbours of Men accufed or profecutod. 
This abfolute Power in one Perfon^ as it is ge- 
nerally exercifed^ is not indeed Government^ %sa 
St befi clandejiine Tyranny^ fupported by the 
Confederates^ or rather Favaurtte-Slaves of the 
Tyrant. 

I was slad to find this natural'Senfe of Power 
confirmed in me by very great and good AAjo^ 
vfho have, made Government^ and the Principles 
on which ittsfoundfid, their frofejfed Study and 
Meditation. 

A veryoilebrated Author has thefe Words; 
The tDajfe of Man's Nature ftanding as tt 
docs, fomc kind of Regiment the Law of 
Nature doth require; yet the kinds thereof 
being many, Nature tieth not to any one, but 
leaveth the Choice as a thing arbitrary. At 
the firft, when (bme certain kind of Regiment 
was once approsred, it may be that nothing 
was then further thought upon for the Manner 
of governing, but all permitted onto their 
WiCHom and Dlfcretion which were te rule^ 
Mil by Experience they found this for all Parts 
very Inconvenient, fo as the thing which 
they had devifed for a Remedy did indeed 
but increaCe the ScH-e which it ihould have 
cured. They iaw that to live hy one Mam^s 
Will became the Caufe of all Mens Mifery. 
This condralned them to come unto Laws, 
\Vhereinall Med might fee their Duties before- 
hand,

handi and know the Penalties of tranlgreffiog 
ebem. Men always knew thai when Force 
and Injurj was offered, they might be De- 
fenders or thcmfclves ; they knew that how- 
foever Men might feek their own Commodi- 
ty, yet if this were dohe with Injury to o- 
ihers, it was not to be faffered, bat by all 
Men and by all good Means to be withftood. 

Finally, They knew that no Man might in 
Reafon take opon him to determine his owb 
Right, and according to his own Determina- 
tion proceed in Maintenance thereof, inaf- 
much as every Man is towards himfelf, and 
them whom he greatly affedeth, partial; and 
therefore that Strifes and Troubles would be 
endlefs, except thejr have their common Con- 
fent all to be ordered by fome whom they 
flioold agree upon. 

Mr. Stanhope, !n Defence of Refi/lance in 
Cafes of extream Necejfity^ cites this memors' 
ih Pay age from Grottus; 

If the iCing hath one Part of the Suprcam 
Power, and the other Part is in the .Senate 
or People; when fuch a King (hall invade 
that Part ihat doth not belong to him, it 
(hail be lawful to oppofe a juft Force to hitn, 
becaufe his Power doth not extend fo far: 
Which Pofition 1. hold to be true, even 
though the Power of making War (hould be 
vefted only in the King, which muft be under* 
flood to relate only to foreign War : For as 
for Home, it is impoffible for any to have a 
Share of the Supream Power, and not to 
have likewife a Right to defend that Share. 
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An tmtnent Divine^ who defirves all IJgmmr 
fir the Obligations he has laid upon both 
Church and State by his IVritings on the Sub- 
jeS of Government^ argues againft ^Unlimited 
tower thus; 

The Qucflion Is, Whether the Power of 
the Civil Maginrate be QDh'mited; that is, in 
other Words, Whether the Nature of his Of- 
fice require it to be fo But what? Is it the 
End of that Office that one particular Perfon 
may do what he pleafeth without Reftraint ? 
Or that Society ihould be mdde happy and 
fecnre? Who will fay the former? And if the 
latter be the true End of it, a lefs Power 
than abfolute will anfwer it: Nay, an abfo* 
bate Power is a Power to deftroy that End, 
and therefore inconfiQent with the End it 
felf.

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Liberty is cflential to our Happtaefi, and they 
who refign Life it felf rather thaa part with it, 
do only a prudent Adion; but thofe who lay it 
dowdf and voluntarily ezpofe tbemfelves to 
Death, in behalf of their Friends ahd Country, 
do an heroick One. The more exalted Part of 
our Species are moved by fuch generous lin- 
pulfes as thefe ; but even the Community,^ the 
Mafs of Mankind, when convinced of the Dan- 
ger of their Civil Rights, are anxious of pre- 
ferving to xhemfelves that deareft of all Poflef- 
fions, Lrbo-ty. 

The late Kingdoms of Englattd and ScQtland 
have contended for it from Age to Age^ with 
too great a Price of Biood and Treafure to be 
given for the Purchafe of any other Bleffing ;

But fince, by I know ^oir what Fatality, we 
4u:e of late grown fopine, and our Anxiety for 
it i% abated,; in Proportion to the Danger to which 
it is every Day more expofed, by the artful and 
open Attacks of the Enemies of our Conftitu* 
tion ; it is a feafonable and houeft OfBce to look 
into our Circumftances, and let the Enemies of 
our prefent EdabliflimeBC behold the Securities 
which the Laws of oar Country have given thofe 
Vih/^ dace aflert their Liberties, and the Terrors 
which they have pronounced agaioft tbofe who 
dare undermine them. For, whatever is the 
ProfpeA before our Eyes, it is the Bufiiiefs of 
every boneft Man to look up with a Spirit that 
becomes Honefty, and to do what in him lies for 
the Improvement of. our pcefeut Goudidon, 
which nothing but our own Pofitlanimity caa 
make defperate.

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The moO^ dedrudfvt Circumfiaoce fti oar 
Affairs Teems to be, that by the long tnd re- 
peated ItifinaatioBS of oar Eaemfes, many are 
worn into a kind of Dckibt of their own Caufe, 
and think with Patience of what is faggefied in 
favour c^ contrary Preteniions.

1 have here ftiewn what wondetftil Con- 
cern and Care appeared, as well in her Ma- 
jefly and her Parliament, as in the late King 
U-illiam and his, for fettling the Succcffion to 
the Crown of England in the Proreflant Line. 
1 come now to the A 3 of Parliament for u- 
niting the Kingdoms of England and Scotland 
in one Kingdom, by the Name of Great Bri- 
tain. 

This 
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This had been unruccersfally attempted by 
feveral of her Majefty's PredecefTors, but the 
Glory of it was rcferv*d for her Majcfty, thar 
(he might appear as great to her Councils as her 
Arms. 

This ASt is Entitled, A« AS fir an Vnion 
of the two Kingdoms of England and Scotland; 
and received the Royal AfTent in the Fifth Year 
of the Reign of her Majefty. It recites, that 
Articles of Union were agreed on, the 22d 
Day of July^ in the Fifth Year of her Maje- 
fly's Retgn, by the Commiflioncts nominated 
on behalf of the Kingdom of England^ under 
the great Seal o{ England^ dated the loth Day 
of April then lafl paft, in purfnance of an Aa 
of Parh'ament made in England in the Third 
Year of her Majedy's Reign, and the Commif** 
fioners nominated on the behalf of the King- 
dom o( Scotland^ under the Great Seal of Scot* 
landi dated the 27th D^yoi February^ in the 4th 
Year of Her Majcfty*s Reign, in purfuance of 
the 4th Afi of the 3d Scffion of the then pre- 
fent Parh'ament of Scotland^ to treat of and con- 
cerning an Union of the faid Kingdoms; and 
resiling that an Ad had pafled in the Parlia- 
ment of Scotlandy the i6lh Day of January ^ in 
the fth Year of her Majefty's Refgn, wherein. 
it is mentioned, that theEi^ates ot Parliament,, 
confideringihefaid Articles of Union of ihetwo. 
Kindoms, had agreed to and approved thereof 
wftbfome Additions and Explanations, and that 
Her Majcfty had paffed in the iame Seffion of Par- 
liament, an AS, Enik\c<iA(fl forfecuringoftke 
Proujianf Religion^ and Presbyterian Church Go'^ 
vernmenty which was appointed to be infected 
in any Ad ratifying the Treaty, and exprcfly 
declared co be a Fundamental and ElTential Coi>-, 

diti* 
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dftion of the faid Treaty or Union in all times 
coming; 

The Tenor of which Articles, as ratifyM 
and approved of, is at large recited in the fafd 
AS of Union. It concerns oar prefent Par- 
pofe to mention only the. firft and fecond.

But this Point is of fo great Canfcquence^ 
that I muft beg leave to repeat the Hi (lory and 
Progrcfs of it, which was thus. 

Her Majefty was impowcr'd by two feveral 
Ads of Parliament, one of the late Kingdom 
of England^ and the other of the late Kingdom 
of Scotland, to appomt Commlflioners for each 
Kingfdom, to treat of an Union of the two 
Kingdoms ; bnt it was eiprefly provided in each 
Ad) that the CommiiTioners (hould not treat 
of, or concerning the Alteration of the Wor* 
(hip, Difcipline, or Government of the Church 
in cither Kingdom. 

The Commiifioncrs were accordingly jip- 
pointed by her Majefty, and if Articles were 
agree4 tipon between them, which Articles 

were 
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were approved, tnd ratified by two fereral Ads 
of Parliament of the faid late Kingdoms of 
Fjtgiandwxi Scotland \ in which faid Afls«K:h 
Kingdom provided for the Prefervation of the 
WorOfp, Dlfcipline and Government of its 
refpefiive Charch, within their refpedive parts 
of tiie United Kingdom of Great Britaim^ and 
each Ad of Parliament for the Prafervation of 
the fttd Churches, were agreed to be taken as 
a Fundamental Condition of t^e Union ; and 
to be repeated, and inferted in any Ad of Par- 
liament for agreeing the faid Treaty, or Union 
betwixt the two Kingdoms. And it was ex- 
prcfly enaded in each of the faid Ads, 7ha$ 
the faid Articles and Adsjhould be and cmtimne 
in all time coming the fur e and perpetual Run^ 
datiom of a comfJeat and entire Union ofthetwa 
Kingdoms of England and Scotland. 

After which an Ad of Parliament of the U- 
nited Kingdom of Great Britain was palled^ 
Entitled, An /§SforanVnionofthetvio King- 
doms of England and Scothnd; wherein reciting 
the faid 25 Articles of the Union, ratified and 
confirnvd by the rcfpcdive Ads of Parliament 
of the Kingdomss of England and Scotland^Bod 
jnferting the faid Ads of Parliament for pre- 
icrving the Worftiip, DifclpUne and Govern- 
ment of the refpeQive Churches of each King- 
dom: It is thereby enaded, That the faid Ads of 
Parliament of England ^nd Scotland^ for fccur- 
ing their refpcdive Churches; and the faid Ar- 
ticles of Union, fo as aforefaid ratified, approved 
and confirmed j he, and contjnuein alltiroesco^ 
mingv the compleat and entire Union of the two 
Kingdoms of £xr^/^»^ and Scotland, 

TheWordSy fo as aforefaid ratified^ approved 
and confirmed^ are very material, and ought to 

be 
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be csrefolly bbferved, becaofe fome of the faid 
Articles are made Entire and Abrolute ; and 
others give a Power to the Parliament of Great 
Britain to alter the fame: So that thefe Words, 
fo as afortfrnd ratified^ apfroied and confirmed^ 
mnft be tAtnreddeHd$ fingnla finguUs^ that is, 
fcch of the fald Articles as eiprefs no Power 
to the Parliament of Gr^4^ BrfWiy to alter them^ 
ihall remain entire ; and fach as carry a Power 
of Alteration by the Parliament of Great Britain 
are nor fo Sacred. 

Amoogft the Articles that carry no fnch exprefs 
Power with them, is the fccond Articlefor fet- 
th'ng the Succeflion of the Crown of Great 
Britain on the Hoofe of Hanover ; fo that I 
humbly offer it to every good Subjefi^s Con- 
fideration, Whether this Article is not as firm as 
the Union it fclf, and as the Settlement of 
Epifcopacy in England^ and. Presbytery in Scot^ 
land. 

Thefe were the facred Terms and Stipulatf- 
ons made between the two late Kingdoms of 
England and Scotland^ and upon which both 
. Kingdoms, by the Legal Reprefentatives, con- 
ftnted to be diflblved and exift no longer, but 
he refohed into^ and Vnited in one Kingdom^ By 
the Name 0/ Great Britain. 

The Powers that made this happy Union, the 
Parliaments of England and Scotland^ have no 
longer a Being ; and therefore that Union, in the 
exprefs Terms thereof, muft remain Inviolable, 
The Union would be infringed fhould there be 
any Deviation from thefe Articles ^ and what 
Confequences that would have no good Sobjcft 
can think of without Horrour; for as, i hum- 
bly prefume, there is no poffibility of returning 

into 
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intothe fame Swtc ai Wc were io before f Ws Uni- 
on, it is wild and extravagant to fuppofe it can 
be peaceably broken. Two Warlike Nations 
that (hoold Teparate, after being under folema 
Obligations of perpetual Union, would, like 
two p/ivaie Men of Spirit that had broken 
Frtendfliip, have ten thoufand namelefs and in- 
explicable Caufes of Anger boiling in their B^- 
fomes, which would render theoi incapable of 
living qdiet Neighbours, and one of theoi mad 
be brought very low, or neither of them could 
live in P^eace or Safety. What I mean is, that 
common Senfe, andth^ Natureof things would 
make one exped that nothing lefs tluin a War 
could attend the DiiTatisfadions of fuch aRup« 
tnre. It becomes the Englift^meif iq-Generofity 
to be more particularly careful inprefervingthit 
Union. 

For the late Kingdom of Scotland had as nu« 
merous a Nobility as England^ and the Repre- 
fentatives of their Commons were alfo very 
- Numerous; they have by the Articles of Union 
Confented to fend only Sixteen Peers, and 4f 
Commons, to the Parliament of Grea$ Briuin^ 
which hath the fame number of Lords and Com- 
mons for England that were before the Union ; 
fe that the Scots Reprefentatives can make no 
Stand in the Defence of all, or any of the Arti- 
cles of the Union, (hould they be Opposed by 
fuch unequal Numbers of the Lords and Com- 
mons of England^ and therefore it is mod plain, 
from the Impotence in which fo many Wifeand 
able Men of the Scotch Nation left themfelves in 
tbefe particulars, that they under flood the Points 
of Religion in England and Scotland refpeflive- 
ly, the Sttcceffion to the Crown of GrMt Britain^ 

and 
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tnd all other Articles of theUnioO| were never 
to i>e controverted. 

To gttird and protcfi this Settlement of the 
Crown of theunited Kingdom of Cjr<«lB/-/W;f# 
id the Protefiant Line, an Ad of Parliament of 
the United Kingdom pafTed in the 6th Year of 
her Majefty's Reign, Entitnled, An AS for the 
Sicnrity •fhtr Mojtftfs PerfonoMdGovernment^ 
awd of the^Succeffian to the Crown of Great Bri- 
tain in the Proieftant Unt^ by which the Provi- 
fioas in the beforementioned Ad, (Entitled/ 
An AS fur the bitter Secmrity ff her M^tjiy'^ 
ierfrntand G0vernmtnt^ and of^ Smccefflonto' 
Croivn if England in the Pr^teftam Line) are 
extended throughout the whoJe United King/ 
dofli. It is in eflfeS a Repetition of that h&y 
tvith proper Alterations for that purpofe. 
' So that now throughoot Breat Britain this Adf 
^ hath made it high Treafon for any Perfon ma- 

< lidoufly, advifcdiy, and diredly, by Writing 
<or Printing, to maintain aad affirm, that 
^ our Sovereign Lady the Qtteers that now is,. 

< is not theLawfal and Rightful Queen of thefe 

* Realms ; or that the Pretended Prince of ^^/r/g 

* who now ftiles himfelfKia^ of (jrrn^Brr/^Mi^ 

* or King of England by the Name of Jamet 

* the Hid, or YLSzig'oi ScoHsnd by the Name of 

< Janus the VlUth, hath any Right or Title to

Thus did our Kingdom of Gren$ Britnim be- 
\n in the Fifth Year of her MajeOy's Reign, and 
n the Year of our Lord 1707. And from this 
Great ty£ray to which it is fo eafie to look back) 
every Brit&n may date this happy Conclufion; 
that all the Notions of Hereditary Right, but 
that of her Majefty and the Heirs of her Body, 
and in De&ult of fuch Iflue, that of the moft 
lllnflriousPrincefsiStf/ufrftf, and the Heirs of her 
Body, being Protefiants, are at an End. 

And all this hath been done in fo open a man-" 
ner, and in fo ezprtffive and plain terms, that 
one cannot but think that o^tVo^xf^ox Jacobite 
Party, who have been of late (b bold both in 
Writing and Speaking againft the Settlement of 
Ihe Crown of Great Britain in the Protefiaot 
Line, and cannot poflibly plead Ignorance of 

thefe 
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thefe things; tnuft have fome anaccoontable 
Encooragcmcnt for their Support, Bat let tne 
inform every Britom that love* his Queen, Re- 
ligion, Laws ^nd Liberties, it is his Duty to 
appear Boldly in their Defence, and dcted and 
feize thofe Enemies to his Country, whereever 
he finds them . What (hould any Man fear in fo 
jaft a Caufe, who tSts binder the Gund and 
Protedion of the Laws of his Country^ whilft 
his Opponents afi with Halters about (heir 
Necks f 

It is not materia] to mention the grand Suf- 

ficions of the Spurious Birth of the Pretended 
Vince of ff ales ; That it was talked with great 
-Aflbrance by the Papifts, that the late King 
Jameses Queen was big with a Son,fome Months , 
before thePretended Erth; for they well knew 
a Daughter would not do their Bufinefs ; That 
at the Time of the Pretended Birth, the Princeft 
jinniy now our moft gracious Queen, was at 
the Batb\ That the Bifhops wereclapt up in the 
Tower ; That the Women about the Queen 
were Papifts ; That the Prcfumptivc Heir was 
not prefent ; That at the Birth of the prefent 
Rencb King, the next Heir, tho^ a Man, was 

¥rmitted to fee the QUeen adually Delivered; 
hat in our Cafe it might have been done with 
much more Decency, had there been a Birth, 
fince the next Heir was a Woman ; That the 
late King James ^ and his Queen, owning, the 
Pretender, is no Argument for his not being 
Spurious, confidering the Bigotry of that Prince, 
and the great Influence the Clergy of the Church 
of Rome have on thefr Laity ; That our own 
Hiftory inlbrms us, tiiat the Firfi Queen Mary 
was prevailed on by her PopiOi PrieOs to feign 

her 
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berfelf with Child, to esclnde ber ProteftftDt 
Sifter, the Lady EUzahth^ from the CrowD of 
MttgloftJ; That the impofture had been carried od. 
and a Birth been imposed opon the Nation, had 
not King Pbilip^ her Husband, wifely confidbcr'di 
that the Impoftor would not only facceed to the 
Crown of England^ but alfo to that of Sfain^ 
and fo prevented it. I fay thefe things are alto- 
gether Infignificant, they are foreign to tbepar- 
pofe. Be the Pretender who he will> or who* 
ever was his Father or Mother, it concerns not 
any Briton , he is an Attainted Perfon, an Ene- 
my to our Queen and Country ; and all his 
Aiders and Abetters are guilty of High Trea- 

fOD. 

Now I am upon the Subjcfi of this late Set- 
tlement of the Crown, 1 cannot forbear to it- 
prefs my Wonder, that there can be found any 
Briton weak enough to contend againft a Power 
in their own Nation, which is pradifed to a much 

!;reater Degree in other States, and without the 
eaft Scruple exercifed, according to the Emer- 
gencies of Human Affairs. How hard is it, 
that Brha'm (hould be debar*d the Privilege of 
eftablifhingitsownSecuricy^ even by relinquilh* 
ing only tbofe Branches of the Royal Line which 
threaten it wi(h Deftru^lion, whilA other Na- 
tions never fcruple, upon lefs Occafions, to go 
much greater Lengths. There have been even 
in France three different Race^ of their Kings ; 
the firft began with FiaramonJ^ the fecond with 
Ciarhs Mortally and the third mth Hugh Caf^et ; 
and 1 doubt whether if the diieSt Line or the 
Blood Royal of France were to bc followed, 
it would make for the Title of hisprefent mod 
Chriiliao Majefty. But to come to frelh In- 

ftances, 
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fiances, in which Great Britain it (elf hath not 
^ccn oncoQcerned, What Right, by the contrary 
Rote, coold the Duke of Savoy have to the 
Kingdom of Sir//y, or the Elcdor of Bavaria 
to that q( Sardinia} Can Great Britain help to 
advance Men to other Thrones, tod have no 
Power in limiting its ewn ? Has not Lewi^ the 
XlVth given ns frefh fnftances of fach Innova- 
tions in his own Family ? Or can Men think 
he is not in Earneft, in deluding his Grandfoa 
the King of Spnin^ and his Defcendants, from 
the Crown of trance ; and the Dauphin and 
Duke of Berry^ and tKdr Defcendants, from 
the Crown of »y^tf/» ? And if fuch Sacred Things 
as Kingdoms themfelves may be thus di(po(eid 
of out of the Right Line, not by any Refigna- 
tion that can in iny equitable Senfe be called 
voluntary, but apparently for mecr Rea(bns of 
Stftte and Ambition, certainly the Englijb And, 
Scotch^ for Prefcrvation of Religion^ Liberty 
and Property, the EHential Benefits, of Life, 
might with more Jnftice fettle their Crown in 
the Proteftant Line in the manner they have 
done, excluding all the nearer Princes of the 
Blood that are Papifts. 

When I rcfled on thefe many folemn ftrong 
Barriers of Laws and Oaths, of Policy and' 
Religion, of Penalties without, andConfcience 
within, methinks all Fear vanilheth before them. 
It fecms a Phantom only that difappears with 
the Light ; and 1 begin to hope it is as'ridiculous 
and groundlefs, as the Artifice of fome Men 
endeavours to reprefent it. Bat my Thoughts 
will not let me reft here ; I ask my fclf, before 
I am aware,what are the Marks of a lalting Secu- 
rity? What are our Tempers and our Hearts 

at 
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M Home? — -In what Hands is Power 
lodged Abroad? Are oar nnnataral Divifions 
oar Strength f — Or is it nothing to as which 
of the Princes of Eftr^fe hath the longed Sword? 
The Powerfal Hand thtt deals out Crowns 
and Kingdoms all 4iroand as^^may it not in 
time reach out a King to as too? Are there 
no Pretenfions to our Crown that can ever be 
revived?.— Or are Popery and Ambition be- 
come tame and qaiet Neighboars ? 

Thefe uneafie Queftions are enoagh to fa- 
tisfie any Briton^ that we can neither know 
oar Security, nor be fenOble of our Danger 
from any partial View of our Condition, or 
from Appearances on one Side only. Our 
Condition cannot be judged of, but from the 
Circumftances of the Affairs of Enrope in ge- 
neral, as well as of Great Britain in particu- 
lar. 

That I may reprefent this with the more 
Advantage, and put every thing in its proper 
View, I cannot but look back on the glorious 
Scene fome pad Years prefented us with, a 
Scene too glorious indeed to be forgotten, and 
yet too affe&ing to' be remembred. Ambition, 
Tyranny and Opprefiion feemed not long ago 
to be juft taking their leave of this part of tne 
World, and ready to eive place to Honour, 
Liberty and Juftice. The French for near an 
Age had been always triumphant in their En- 
croachments on their Neighbours; from the 
number of their Troops, their early taking the 
Field, the Remifsnefs of their Enemies^^ join'd 
with their happy manner of interpreting the 
Seofe of their leagues and Treaties, they had 
always fucceeded in every thing they under- 

took $ 
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took; the loog Series of their good Fortooe 
made them arrogate to themfelves the Titles 
of Intrepid and InvUteiUe; but the deftin'd 
Time came, and they were to their Coils as 
fttllj convinced of their Miftake by tht Brave- 
ry- of the Sritifib iTroops, ooder the Condnd 
of her Majefiy's late General, the great Dake 
of AfarikoroHgb. 

As tbtt wonderftil Inftrament of Providence 
carried in his Fortune the Fate of the Britifo 
People, who can forbear to run over the good 
Bveats^ that happened nnder him, and the 
HoBonrs paid to him ; both which are recited 
not as they are perfonal to himfelf, but as they 
concern the Briiijb Name and Nation, which 
he reprefented. 

The firft thing that meets my Imagination 
is, the Frenci Army broken, routed, flying o- 
verthe Piains of Blenheim^ and chafing^ rather 
10 ihrow themfelves headlong into the Danmte^ 
than face aboat npon their Conqueror. I fee the 
jnd Honours done him by the Emperor and 
the whole Empire: I hear him with loud Accla- 
rnattons acknowledged the Deliverer of Enropei 
He is introduced into the College of Princes, and 
takes Pofleffion of the Principality of Mndel- 
beim. Triumphant Columns are erefied in the 
Plains of Blenheim^ recording the feafonable 
AIQftance of the Brhtjb Arms, and the Glories 
of that immortal Day. 

The Bnti/b Leader returns (com the Dannie 
to the Riine ; he and his brave Companions - 
are the Delight of the Nations through whom 
they march, and are ftiled their Good, their 

Guardian Angels. After paffing fo many 

different Nations in a triumphant manner, he 
lands in bis own Country, an humble, unat«

The plain and 
fair tj^thpd of doing what is fntended by this 
A%, had been to, have numbered the DifTeo- 
rer^^ and to have made a Law, chat none 
(hod1$l dfflept from the Church, after the 
De^afe of the Perfons mentioned in a follow* 
ingt^ift} andfo to have named all the prefent 
Schirmaticks ; forbidding fingle Perfoqs among 
them to* Marry, till they had Conformed. This 
had been perhaps more Offeufivcat firft View^ 
but it had not been fo. Injurious as this Bill 
will appeal:, upon ReJe&iofi ; For it is a much 
Evil, to prevent the Encreareof Mankind, 
to debar them of their Natural, Religious^ 
pivil. Rights, after they are eome into the 

But let us confider this matter more clofely^ 
and examine this Bill, Ftrji^ as it may affedt the 
Tranquility of the Naticm in General: And»J#- 
€mdlyy as it will zffcSt the Profperity of the 
Church of Engla^J, for the Safety and Bcnedfic 
of which it is pretended to he calculated. 

As to the Pubh'ck Peace, it will naturally 
bring that into the utmott IDi&radion, by alie- 
nating the Aifefiions of Families, Neighbour* 
hoods, and Corporations from each other, by 
Ten Thoufand little Incidents, which cannot 
be provided againft, or defer ibed: Converfation 
throughout the Kingdom will tarn upon this

Meo who are old enoogh to J-emeioberdie 
manner of Executing the LaWs foruieijy fin* 
afied againft the Difleotcrs, will inform fao, 
that Condables attended by Guards, and Com- 
miffion-Oificers at the Head of Files of Araned 
Men, nfed to vvfit Meetings, and condufi cbe 
poor Wretches to Goals, for calling ttpoo and 
worftiipping God their own way. Let any one 
read the Tryal of Pen and Mtady and he will 
fee the Spirit of thofe Days : The whole Nation 
vfii% made up of Criminals and Accufers, and 
both believed they were doing Service to 
God. Bat as this Bill is in it (elf to the laft 
degree CrueT, even fuch as it is, it is not pre- 
ftrvcd fo Well againft a Licentious Execution 
of it, as the Law direSs in Icfs Cafes. 

However well difpofed Minifters and Of- 
ficers may be, it is for the Good of Mankind, 
to put as many Checks againft an Arbitrary Er- 
ercife of Power as pofGble ; but this Bill puts 
the whole Body of Diflcnters under fuch Per- 
fons, as may he picked our, by one Officer of 
State, to Exercife it in the moft Summary and 
Paflionate manner. 

According to this Bill, if, in any future 
Revgn, a Chancellor (liould be an Enemy to 
that diftrefled People, he may bring a Per- 
fecution upon, them; by. naming proper 
Sets of Juftices of the Peace, and himfelf fit 
wellexcufed from their Irregularities; for tho* 

he 
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heinf^ht know it in their Tempers to be irfo- /| 
lent, 'he is not accoootable for thdr PraJUce^ ' i 
nor are they themfelves in terronr of Appeals, 
for Arbfrrary Ccndoft, There »e Sqafres e. 
flon^h-fn this Kingdoms ready to diftrefs PreC 
byterians with the utmoft Rtgoar, tbo' ihef 
know no more why they are angry with a Pres- 
byterian, than a Tnrkey-Gock why it raifes ttt 
Otft at a Man whiftlingat him. They are bred 
in ft FrejisA'ce ^gafnft them, and will fall upon 
them with as little Confideration, as Beads of 
Prejr do on thofe Animals which InftinA 
prompts them to feize. 

Soch Judges as thefe this BiU would give a 
Goort Power to appoint, for pronouncing the 
]aft Decifion hi Cafes of the higheft Confe* 
qnence, tho' the Law gives an Appeal from 
them in the lowcft Drfputes of Property ! 

Now let QS confider how this Bill will af* 
fed the Church of England. V t will^ring opW 
on It great and unanfwerable Scandal. It wHi 
give Arguments to her Enemies, that Oie la 
confeious of her Inability to defend her ficlf by 
Reafon and Truth, when (he flies lo the Secu- 
lar Power to take off her Diflfenfers. It will 
carry in it all the Guilt which we objedagatnft 
the Roman CathoHcks, in foundAg her Power 
in the blind Obedience of the People^ and not 
ja the Convidion of their Minds. 

When we have done this, and ufcd Force la 
our gaining Profelytes, why (hould not the 
Church of Rome^ which has more Force, em« 
ploy it -all in reducing us, who are, they» fay, 
Schifnuticks from them? Can anything be ju-: 
fter than to make Us fuffer, what We Its tl^

iGfOod-wfll opens the way to Men's Hearts; 
tirf the Tolerarion has thinned Presbyterian 
Affembfiesmore than any rigid Means could e* 
tti have done. No Man is perfuaded by him 
who hates him^ butall are eaflly prevailed upon 
byjhbft who love 'em. TheDiffcntera arc 
quite atoothcr kind of People, than they were 
before the Toleration. By this Indulgence ko 
them, ft is a known Obfcrvation, that they arc 
brotfght into the Methods of Life in common 
with the beft and moft polite People, and 
Crowds of tire Generations which have grown 
up under the Toleration have conformed to the 
Church, ftom the Hurtianity of that Law. The 
Fatherrof Families have, perhaps, found fome 
Pain in retra^dg their Errors, and in ^oit^ 
into new Communixiei and Convcrfanons ; 
but we fee thouftnds connive at the Conformity 
af their Children, the Parents have been fecrcf- 
ly pleafed atrhcir Sliding into that Oeconomyi 
for which the Fear of the imputatWn of Seif- 
interett, or Apoftacy, pt^vcnted thtm in their 
Perfbns to declare. 

Andjer all of a ftd^en, wrlhocit any man* 
ner of Provocation, a Mllfoti 6f her Majefly*$ 
Sub>ed$ are ro hate tbe'Ljrtv, by which they 
enjoy the deareft Blefflnffsof uft, taken front 
thei>v. AriAft thai will' certaiftly gain to us 
all that are nor worth hu^ng,-iui(l makeihofe 
K 5, who, 
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ivho arc animated b^ Virtoe and Pietf more «- 
vcrfc to us. They will have a jaftcr Excep- 
tion agaiiift us from this very Afi thanthey Iwi 
before. Kind Treatment every Day broaght 
ocw Profelytes amengft us, and they were in- 
fenHbly wrought into our Sentiments ; hut eir 
(her as Men, or as Chriftians, they muft abhor 
the thoug^ht of fidhering to us out of Fear; This 
Motive is in it fclf a faulty one, for refigning 
not only any Tenet of Religion> but of com- 
mon Obligation. Paflive UDcdience is faid co 
beaDodrineof theChurchof j&>r^/4«ii, bat ft 
IS a terrible Article to be made the firft in the 
Catechifm, as it would be to thofe who are co 
come in upon CSompul/ion* 

When we confider the putting this Law in 
Execution, there cannot be a more pieafant 
Image prefented to the Imagination, than a 
poor Schifmatick School-Mifirefs brought be- 
fore a zealous angry Squire for franfgreliing 
this /^ a, and teaching one Presbyterian, yet 
little more than an Animal, in what the iJet- 
ter D differed from the Letter B ; malicioufly 
inflnuating to another Schifmatick aged five 
iTears old, wkhout Licence from the Ordi- 
nary, that is round; and not contenting her 
lelf with meerly (howing to the faid Scbifma- 
ticks the Letters of a certain Book covered 
with Horn; burindru&'ng the faid Herericks 
tb'put them together, and make Words of 
them ; as appears by the Affidavit of one who 
heard one Infant Schifmatick fay, o/,' #)^ ano- 
ther ib^ ob.

Tiiis Adt feems fach a Violacion of Natural 
Jjiflice^thaik may be made a Quedioo whether 
i( ougHl to oblige, after it is enaded. I am fure 
it: IS fuch^ chat if the OUTeni^rs are to con/ider 
whether they will obey. it, or fly imp another 
Nation, they mud chufe the latter i and Lands 
uotenaoted, or Tenants difabled by the lofs of 
half a Million of People, ^vill be fenfibly fejt 
by the Incumbents on fmall Livings. Now! [ 
have mentioned fipall Livings, Why does no 
Body reprefent, that in tFahs^ and. fome Parts 
of Enghnd^ Men in Holy Orders are forced 
to fuWift with an Income below that of Day- 
Labourers? Why do not you, while you ace 
courting the Clergy, help this Particular? If 
yoa go on in fuch Defigns as thefe, will it 
not fufficep No: This would be nothing but 
Charity and Piety, and would carry no Point 
for tbofe of the Clergy who affedl Power and 
Qnindeur, and lend the Word Church to pro- 
mote Secular Ends, to .the Difparagement' of 
God*s Holy Word, of which they are unwor- 
thy Difpcnfers; 

It is poffibleBilhops that are given to Preach- 
ing, and Minifiers who are in edroeft in their 
facred Calling, would .b0 enough obliged by 
foch A£ts in favour of their Indigent Brethren;

Mole and Harbour, whi^h were firft to beDe^ 
motilbed, (land as they did« 1 Will any one fay 
N 3 that 
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that tWs Proceeding of the Fremky lb contrary 
to what wasftipulated by the Artideiof Peace, 
IS not begun Contemptuotifly -and Arbitrarily 
their own way? The Time (Upalated by the 
fame Treaty for the Domilttton of the Mole and 
Harbour, is long fince elapfed ; and no longer 
iincethan a Week ago> as I can prove by incon- 
teftabic Evidence^ they were adaally repairing 
thai very Mo)e> whith (ho«1dhave been long be- 
fore this a heap of Ruins. Thefe, and many other 
Reafons which 1 forbear infifting upon, will, ( 
hope, explain what 1 have faid in this Para- 
graph, to every Gentlemnn's SatisfaAion.

gaioft me, 1 have been more poi^led to knovv 
why I ought to defend them, than how they 
oaghc to oe defended? And I dare appeal to 
anv Gentlecnan who is afed to read Pamphlets, 
whether he has Teen any of either fide for fome 
Years pad, thai have been written with more 
Camion, or more thoroughly guarded againft 
giving any Occafion of juft Offence. 

Upon the whole Maxter, I do humbly con- 
ceive that no Words which I have made ufe 
of can be cenfured as Criminal, in the Candid 
and natural Interpretation of them, and can 
only be conftrued as ftich by diftant Implicati- 
ons and far fetched Inuendoes. i (hall there- 
fore beg Leave to produce the Authority of a 
very great Man, with Reference to Accufati- 
ODS of this Nature: Since it is impofiiUe for 
me to exprefs my felf with fo much Judgtnent 
and JLearning upon this Subjefi, as I find it 
already done to my Hand. The Paffages I 
mention, arc in the Speech of the now Lo£4 
Chancellor of England^ as I find them in Do- 
ftor Sachev€reir%\x^9\^\xi the following Words.' 

* My Lords, if there be a double Scnfe, in 
« citherof which thcfe Words are equally ca- 
« pable of being under Hood; if in one Senfe the 
< DoiAor's AiTertion be undeniably clear, but 

* in the other fome Doubt niight arffc whether 
« his Words be Criminal or not, the Law gf 
^ JEnglaud is more merciful than to make any 

* Man a Criminal, by conftruinghis Words a- 
Againft the natural Import of them, in the 

* word Senfe. This is the great Juflice and 
t Clemency of our Law in every Man's Cafe. 
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And a little lower. 
< My Lords, if the manner of this folemnPro- 
-* fecQtion has not altered the Nature of Things, I 
« hope 1 hoay infift, witboqt {>atting tn a Claim 
« of Right in behalf of all the FaSioas and Se- 
« dirious People in the Kingdom, to revile the 

< Government at plearure^^ th^ by the happy 

* Conftitmion under which we live, a Sobjefl 

* of England is not to be made Criminal by t 

< Jabourd Conftrudion of doubtful Words; 

* or, when that cannot fcrve, by departing 

* from his Words, and reforting to his Mcan- 

* ing. Too many Inftances there were of this 

* nature, before the late happy Revolution; but 
< that pul an end to fuch Arbitrary ConQro- 

* flions. ^ 

After thcfc Excellent Words of this Great 
Man, every thing I can fay will appear very 
flat and low ; for which Keafon 1 ihall jgivc 
you but very little further Trouble. I have 
Iward it faid in this Place, that no private Mao 
ought to take the Liberty of ^xprcfling his 
Thoughts as I have done, in Matters relating to 
the Adminiflration. I do own, that no private 
Man ought to take a Liberty which is againft 
the Laws of the Land. But, Sir, I prefume 
that the Liberty I have taken, is a legal Liber- 
ty ; and obnoxious to no Penalty in any Court 
<A Jallice, If it had, I cannot believe that this 
exraordinary Method would have been made 
ufe of, to diQrefs me upon that Account. And 
why ftiould I here fafTer for having done than 
which -perhaps in a future Tryal would not be 
judged Criminal by the Laws of the Land? 
Why (hould I fee Perfons, whofe particular Pro- 
vince it is to proTecute Sedj^idtis Writers in the 

Courts 
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Gb«ru of Juftlce, tiiqf»lQyin]| their Eloqiience' 
^alaft me iDI tbrs PUCe? I think that 1 have- 
noc offended agaiiift^ any Law in Being ; I think 
that I have taken no more Liberty than what 
ia Goefiftent with the Laws of the Land : If I 
have« lerme be tried by thofe Laws, Is not 
the Executive Power fiifficiently armed to infll£t 
a prdper Punifhment onfall kinds of Criminals? 
why then- (hoald one part of the Legifiaiive 
Power; take this^BxeeutiVe Power into iisown 
Haads? Bat, Sir, I throw my fetf upon the 
Honour of this Hoiife, who are Able, as well 
as Obliged, to skreen any Commoner of Eng- 
land itova the Wrath of the moft powerful Man 
In it; and who win never facrifice a Member 
of tfaeir own Body, to the Refentmeats of any 
fidgk Minifter. 

; Here I eMed in the Hot^fe. Moft of what 
I faid was put into my Mouth by my Friends, 
wbofe KiOdnefs and Difcretlod prevented my 
adding to thefe fbtcible Arguments many ho- 
ncA Truths^ whieh riiey thought would Au* 
thbfifea Severkf from the Hovife to me, ra** 
ther thtfn fecure Hke againft their Refentment* 
1 caniiot, tts an iDdi JFetent Man, dare toafTert 
what 1 #otUd have dWne, under the Sandtion 
of a Member of Parliament, fpeaktng in Parli- 
ament. The Happmefs of convincing Tome 
honeft Gentlemen who were againft me, was^ 
not to be my Fttie: But^ (bajring that I made 
^ejbeft and moft ^pedkfal ObeyHince I could' 
to the Spelikier) with a very awkardand unwil^ 
ling Airi withdrew; and the next News I heard' 
was, that I was Expelled. 

It i^ Juftice due to Human Nature, to fignifie 
to an Offender why be is puniihed. It is a Ju- 
O 3 ftice- 
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flfce to lofoim cb« fsctneft M^o ia HoiBQt 
Society, why bt is diftingnilhcd from the reft 
CO his Diikdvjntage; It it a Chriaiad I>iity to 
gif • him the Goatrition he ought to have, aad 
urork in him a Repeotaace from ArgaoKnts 
towards bis Convi^loo. Bot the Hoofe, with- 
oat letting me h^ar one Reafooy or Shadow of 
an Argument to prove me Seditious, have pe- 
remptorily pronounced noe fo. 

To bear a Man ipeaki withoat being moved 
hy whit he fays, or controverting it before 
Sentence, is only to give Exercife to an bard 
Heart; a ridicoloos Candonr, that is an Aggra- 
vation of an Injury, by patting on the Face of 
Jufiice. I (hall therefore, as briefly as I ctni 
coofider the Matter yet foitbcr : For I «mJiow 
as mach concerned to flrow why this Smieoce 
ihould not be a Reproach to me now it is paf- 
fed, as I Was before ta fptiak. agiMpft ka being 
pronotmccd. 

It may be objeAed, that I am fore to come 
off, when I who am the Crimiotf, am alfo lo 
be the Jodge. I may make the fanne ObjeAi- 
on againft the Determiaitioii of tbe Houfe, 
they who were the ludges, were alio the AC' 
cuftrs. In the firft Place I Aver^ thai if I bad| 
as indeed I have not^ been guilty of taifiog 
groaiidlefs Fears %o the DiAidvamage of the 
MIniftry, it is lefs the Part of the Houft of 
Coinmons> than any other Body of Men» to 
belnquifitors in Favour of tbem» Their moct 
graceful Province had been to have tecounigcd 
what I had to fa^, if J bad b^d Objeaions, ra- 
ther thfta foppreiled iite for offitring tt ir. U 
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hiid been well, after fttch a (earch^ tob^ecba- 
ftffed or approved tbe Man accol^d, according . 
to hfs Deferrs. Bot my Face is fo Extraordi- 
nary, chat I ampoiiifhedby ibeHoareofCoiii«» 
mons, (where Freedom of Speech is an eflen- 
ftal Privilege) for faying what wat Crrminal 
no where elfe. Had what I have written 
been fpolcen in the Honfe of Commons, . 
no Man wrH pretend to fay it had bcen^^ 
Crrminal : How then when ft wat Innocent In - 
another Place, came it to be criminal by being , 
produced there?! waf fafe, when in Cfrcnm- 
fiances that rendered me more aceOBoiable, and 
mn tnro Danger by being privi!ee*d. 

But I fiatter my felf that I fhaTl convince all 
my Fellow-Sobjcfls of my Innocence frMn the 
following Circnmaances, allowed to be of 
Weight in all Tryals of this Natilre« Ff»m fin 
femoral CbardSer of fbe Off$ndtr^ ^bt AAthft 
t9 bis Offenct^ tu^ the Churaatrrfibn tetjoms 
tjbo appear fdr bim^ ^fpofedto tbrft wba art m- 
gainft bim. There are fome Points to be a^ 
lowed, which bear hard agalnA the P^ifoiier 
at the Bar; and we mnft grant this by way of 
Confeffing and Avoiding, and give it up, that 
the Defendant has been as great a Libertine as 
a Canfttht. We will foppafe then aWir^ 
nefa giving an Aecoent of him, who, U he . 
fpoke true, would fay as follows; 

I have been long acqaainted with Mr. iy/#»/^» 
who is accufed as a malicious Writer ; and v 
can give an Account of him (from what he 
nfed to confefs to us hfs private Friends) what 
Was the chief Motive of his firft appearing Uk 
^txtA. Befldea thta, I have read every thing he 
O4 haa 
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hts wrii or poblilhed. He firft became an 
Author when an Enfign of the Guards, a way 
of Life cipofed to much Irregularity ; and be- 
ing thoroughly convinced of many things, of 
which be often repented, and which he more 
often repeated, he writ, for his own private 
Ufe, a little Book called the Chrijliam Hero^ 
with a Delign principally to fix upon his owo 
Mind a (Irong Impreffion of Virtue and Reli- 
gion, in Oppofition to a flronger Propenfity 
cowards unwarrantable Pleafures. This fecrct 
Admonition was too weak; he therefore Print- 
ed the Book with his Name, in hopes that t 
(landing TeAimony againft himfelf, and the 
Eyes of the World^ (that is to fay of bis Ac- 
quaintance) upon him in a new Light, might 
curb his DeOres, and make him afhamed ofun- 
derflanding and feemiog to feel what was Vir* 
tttons, and living fo quite contrary a Life. 
This had no other good Effefi, but that from 
being thought no undeligbtful Companion, he 
was. loon reckoned a difagreeable Fellow. One 
or two of his Acquaintance thought fit to mif- 
iife him, and try their Valour upon him ; and 
every Body he knew meafured the lead Levity 
in his Words and Afiions, iivith the Charafler 
of a Chriftiaa Heroe. Thfis he found himfelf 
flighted, inftead of being encouraged, for his 
Declarations.as to Religion ; and it was now 
incumbent upon him to enliven his Cbarader, 
for which Reafon he writ the Comedy called 
Tii Faweral, in which (tho* full of Incidents 
chat move Laughter) Virtue and Vice appear 
juff as they ought to do. Nothing <;ao make 
ihe Town fo fond of a Man as a fuccefsful 

Play, 
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PUf^ and this, with fomc Particalars enlarged 
upon to his Advantage, (for Princes never hear* 
Good or Eviliff the manner others do) obtained- 
him the notice of the King : And his N nme, to be 
provided for, was in the laft Table Book even 
worn by the Glorious and Immortal IVtlliam 
fheThirJ. 

His next Appearance as a Writer was in the 
(5ttafityf>f the loweft Miniftcr of State, to wit^ 
in the Office of Gazetteer. Where he worked 
fairhfbUy according to Order, wiihr»ot ever 
erriag againft the Rnle x)bferved by all Mini* 
ftries, to keep that Paper very innocent and 
very infTpid. 

It is.bcli^eved, it was to the Reproaches he 
heard every Gazette Day againftthe Writer of 
k*, that the Defendant owes the Fortitude of 
being remarkably negtigentof what People fay, 
which he does nokdeferve; Except in fo great 
Cafes asthfs now before Us. His next Pro- 
dafiiohs were ftill Plays, then the Tattler, 
then the Speaator^ then theGuardiaft, then the 
Englifb tnan. And now, tho* he has publifhcd, 
and fcrlMed fo very much, He may defie any 
Mdn to find one Leaf in all thefe Writings 
Which is not, in point, a Defence againft this 
Impntatlon^ to find one Leaf vi^hich does 
nor mediately or immediately tend to the 
Honour of the Queen, or the Service of 
the NobiUty and Gentry, or which is not par- 
ticularly fclpedful to the Univcrfities. Far- 
ther this Witnefs Jayeth not* 

When a Man is accufed^ it is allowable not 

<^1y to fay as much as will refute his Adver- 

fary, bar if bacan, he may alTcrt Things of 

O J hiutfclf 
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himftlf Prtire-worthy, which ought not ro be 
ctllcd Vanity in hini, bat Jafiice againft hh 
Opponent^ by proving it is not only Falfe 
whAt is fafd as to the Fanlt laid to his Charge, 
but alfo that he has eicrted the cootrarjr Vir- 
r«e. 

You may obferve that the Votes of the iStb 
of Martk imply, that the Wrtttngs were un- 
der Confideration, as containing leveral Pars- 
graphs temMng uSeditian^ l^ghfy refleSsitg nP^n 
Htr Miijifiy^ Mid arraigniftg Htr Mi^fiyU 
jlJmtMiftrati$H and Goiummfmt. There was 
not one Argument ufed to fupport this heavy 
Accufatton againft the Member ; but I fuppoTe, 
upon Confideration that his reflcding upon the 
Queen fo diredly, and arraigning Her Adini* 
iirftra$ion and Government^ was jufl: the<}aite 
contrary to what he had done, the lil EMia- 
viour towards Her Majcfiy is in theRefolniion 
fcattered among Her SubjeSs, «id it was 
thought, iince it was all equally true, it would 
be expedient ta wiredraw the Ofience, and fer 
the Amufementof the Vulgar, to fay more dif 
fufively, that the Pamphlets were Scandalous 
and Seditious Lsifehy containing msmy Exprff 
fions bilbh refieiHug uf^m /*r Majefiy, md 
upon the Nobility^ Gentry^ Ckrgyy 4md Uni"- 
verfities of this Kingd^m^ mmlicioufy hfinuh 
ting^ tb4$ the Proteftant SmcceJJion h in Dmfgtr

This is a very pleafiint Proceeding* Theb« 
dtfimcDt before tbem wasj that the ittcuOd

toarrv h^s he, fay they, an<f of)on the Nobility 
tod Uentfy, Clergy snd ymvcrflties, and he 
did this alfo with aihalfdoos Intimation, that 
thtf Succcffion was in Danger under Her Ma- 
jefty's Adrtiniftratioiv and fo forth. What 
need was there the 'Man (boofd be Guilty of 
more than he was tndided for ? Let this Re- 
folve be taken out of its Formality, and it is 
ja(l as if they had faid he has been Guilty of 
Treafon, and alfo of ill Manners. But the 
Iinddle of Offences was only to make a Huy 
and Cry, and theBufinefs was, that he ffiould 
b^ marked ; and as the/ well ttneil^ froiti the 
genciral Corruption and Meirincfsof the World, 
that if the Crimes did not diftindtl^ hurt every 
fort of People, they would not be Zealous c- 
uough for the fake of the Queen only^ to i^flj- i 
tie and dlftrefs the accuTed Man : But the Sac- 
ceflibn, fay they, he fays is in Danger «»^^r 
If^r Majefty't jidmhijiration, = This Phrafe is 
Ambiguous and Evafive, it retaibS theOffenee 
fgaind the Queen, onlv to hide Miniflers. This 
U il ver> thin Mask, for it is no help to them ; 
if Uny Mao (hould, in a proper Place, have a- 
ny thing to objed to their Condud ; it v^ould 
bene Anfrtrer to urge againft fuch an Impeach* 
ilient, that this was aflerting ill things are done 
under . Her Ma^efly's Adminfflrauon. All 
jnanner 6f Crimes are committed urider every 
Prince's Adminiftration, but for that Reafon 
Hre thofe Princes to be loaded with the Guilt ? 
or wt)uld a Man that iiiduld complain of thote 
Critti^s,..b*^ fuppofed to intend TreafonaBly, 
ct to aflbt that they are owfng to hlj^ ^nncc'^s ' 

Adinini- 
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Admiaiftration? Should a Man be robbed, aQd 
i¥hen he asked for a Warrant againQ the Of- 
fender be anfwered by the Magiftrare, 'tis ar- 
raiging Her Maje(ly*s Adminiftracion to report 
any fuch Thing? If any Epithets may be added 
to anyPerfons and Things, provided they add 
the Words, under Her Majefiy's Admimftra- 
tiony Approbation and Blame in thofe that ufe 
Chem will be both alike, und Safe^ HoMouraSU, 
or any other Adjcflives will lofe their Force, 
ts well as the Words, Seditious and Scandahus^ 
It is very pofliblelhe worftDefigns imaginable 
may be laid, under Her Majefty^s Adminiftra- 
tion, and Her Sacred Majedy's Honoi^ noway 
impaired, as She (without Difparagement to Her 
Wifdom It may be fuppofed) may not be coo- 
fcious of all that paiTes^ Therefore on this 
Occafion, I repeat that the Phrafe under Her 
Majeliy*s Adminijlration^ is only a feint way 
of coming up to my Indifiment, and amufing 
the Populace with aihowofwhat is not in Rea- 
lity. 

But to proceed with the Evidence on the 
fide of the Offender. Taking rhe Words of 
theRefolutionas they lye: It would be aCen- 
tradiflioA to all Mr. Sfeele^s paft Writings, to 
fbeak to the Difadvantage of the Nobility and 
Gentry.

Steele \ that 
a Itccntioas Treatment of a Clergyman, as a 
Clergyman, islefsprafiifed, either on the Stage 
or in Common Converfation, is much owing 
to* the Contempt and Ridicule on all fachfalfe 
and fcandaloQS Pretentions to Wit, in the 
Writings which the Publick has had from 
Wi. Steele \ That an Univerfity Education is 
reckoned a neceflary Qualification to an EngUJb 
Gentleman, and the lefs Accomplifliments 
without thofe Arts appear frivolous, though of 
great ufe with them, is more owing to Mr,' 
Steele than to any other Author, Tranfcriber> 
or Publifher (or under whatever Clafs you 
Rank him) that ever made ufe of Pen and 
Ink: But it feems the CourtOiip in thefe Reso- 
lutions was to be made with no lefs a Refig-; 
nation than that of all their Seafe and CoQfci- 
ence. 

All this is as clear and known as the Sun 
at Noon day.. But it may be anfwered^ that 
though as to his former Writings this may be 
true; our Author or Publiflier might grow 
Vain and Impertinent, and conceive new 
Thoughts of himfelf, from borrowed Excel* 
lencies of other Men, his Correfpondents ; 
and without Fear or good Manners run into 
the Crimes of which he here fiands accufed. 
1 (hall therefore give an account of the princi^ 
pal Thing laid to his Charge, which is the Cri- 
pSy and the occafion of its being written* 

Mr« jSr^f/^appened one Day to make a Vi- 
fit to a Gentleman of the Temfle^ who fell 
into Difcourfe on Publick TranfaSiqns ; and 
compilaining that dapgerous Infinuations Were

in BttgUmi. After inach Sblhcieatron, the 
Gencleman obfervM, the Evil feem'd only to 
iow from nfteer Inattention to the real Obli- 
gations nndet whrch we lye tomrdstbeHoafe 
of HtmvOit ; if therefbre, continned he, thd 
Laws to that Porpofe were reprinted together 
tritb a warm Preface and a well urged Perora- 
tion, ft IS not to be imagined what good Efied 
it woold have. Mr. Steele was immedrately 
flrtick with the Thought, and told him, thst 
be hoped fo good a Defign would repay his 
torning his Thonghts^ wholly to it for a Day 
or two, under Promife of half what the Sale 
of a Work, which would be every Body's 
Reading, fhould produce.

and there is hardly a Sentiment or main Por- 
tion in the Pamphlet, which that Gentleman 
did not put together, as lawful and warranta- 
ble to be faid, and deliver into Mr. SteeWi 
Hands to be publifhed in the Drefs and Man- 
ner he fhould think fit. fiut Nfr. Steele Was 
not content with writing the G^e^j on this Plan, 
and Revifing each Paragraph with thfr Gentle^ 
man only, but he alfo fent different Copies i<i 
Men of different Talents and Capachies; and 
with all their Ck>rreSlons, according to the 
Authority of the Corre6lor, Mr. Sfeele^ with 
his Council at htsElbow, put th^laftHand to 
what he publifted under the Name of the Cf(/?/. 
Veryr able ^en pafled and approved every
